Mercury will be visible as morning-star about 
Jan. 26, May 25, and Sept. 15 ; and as evening-star 
about April 8, Aug. 6, and Nov. 30. 

Venus will be morning-star till May 4, then 
evening-star the rest of the year. 

Mars will be evening-star till Feb. 11, then 
morning-star the rest of the year. 

Jupiter will be morning-star till Feb. 18, then 
evening-star till Sept. 8, and morning-star again 
the rest of the year. 

Saturn will be evening-star till June 18, then 
morning-star till Dec. 26, and evening-star again 
the rest of the year.

TIDE TABLE. 

The table of tides is limited to points on the 
Atlantic coast, as the tides on the Pacific coast are 
of so complicated a character that it would be 
impossible to refer to them by the simple table of 
reduction as given. The actual times of the oc- 
currence of high and low water are much affected 
by the force of the wind, a difference of fifteen 
minutes between prediction and observation often 
being brought about.
